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LORD  HARDINGE  REVIEWS  THE  WORK 

OF  THE 

HERTFORD  BRITISH  HOSPITAL  PARIS 

{“The  Times’ ’  February  1 8th  1939.) 


SIR  —  I  deeply  appreciate  your  courtesy  in  allowing  me  space  in 
your  columns  in  order  to  call  the  attention  not  only  of  subscribers  and 
friends,  but  also  that  of  the  general  public,  to  the  work  being  under¬ 
taken  by  the  Hertford  British  Hospital  in  Paris. 

For  those  readers  who  see  the  name  of  the  hospital  for  the  first  time, 
may  I  mention  that  our  institution  was  founded  in  1871  by  the  late  Sir 
Richard  Wallace  for  the  free  care  and  treatment  of  needy  British  subjects. 
The  hospital,  which  still  remains  the  only  British  hospital  in  Paris  and 
Northern  France  to  which  our  distressed  compatriots  can  turn  in  time  of 
illness,  was  maintained  by  the  founder  himself  until  his  death  in  1890. 

In  creating  our  institution,  Sir  Richard  Wallace’s  primary  object  was 
to  help  needy  British  subjects  resident  in  Paris,  and  the  income  from 
the  endowment  fund,  which  he  provided  on  his  death,  adequately  met 
that  need  until  1920,  when  it  became  all  too  apparent  that  the  work  of 
the  hospital  had  far  outgrown  its  original  dimensions.  By  that  time, 
distances  between  countries  had  been  reduced  and  the  hospital  found 
itself  not  only  being  asked  to  care  for  necessitous  British  residents  in 
Paris  but  also  for  British  subjects  from  every  part  of  our  Empire  who 
might  be  stricken  ill  in  that  city.  The  importance  of  having  a  free 
British  hospital  in  Paris  to  which  sick  and  stranded  people  can  turn,  and 
one  in  which  their  own  language  is  spoken,  cannot  be  too  heavily 
stressed.  It  is  a  blessing  for  which  we  have  in  our  files  many  letters 
expressing  intense  gratitude. 

At  the  present  time  the  income  from  our  endowment  fund  covers 
one-third  of  our  expenditure,  and  the  remainder  has  accordingly  to  be 
found  annually  by  appeal  to  the  public.  British  residents  in  Paris  and 
district  contribute  towards  the  upkeep  of  the  institution  to  the  best  of 
their  ability,  but  the  maintenance  of  a  hospital  with  its  various  units  is 
costly,  and  ours  is  essentially  a  free  institution  whose  doors  are  ever  open 
to  acute  and  distressing  cases.  They  must  be  cared  for,  and  they  are 
quite  incapable  themselves  of  making  contributions  to  the  cost  of  their 
treatment. 

Mention  of  the  year  1938  could  not  be  made  without  recording  once 
more  the  pleasure  which  her  Majesty  the  Queen’s  visit  brought  to  our 
hospital  on  July  21,  during  the  State  visit  of  our  King  and  Queen  to 
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the  French  capital.  In  a  year  which  was  unfortunately  fraught  with  much 
anxiety  her  Majesty’s  visit  was  one  of  the  happiest  and  most  outstanding 
events  in  the  history  of  our  hospital,  and  one  which  we  shall  always 
remember  with  deep  gratitude.  That  our  Queen,  notwithstanding  her 
busy  official  programme,  found  time  to  visit  our  hospital  and  bring  a 
word  of  cheer  to  each  one  of  our  patients  and  staff  is  an  honour  of 
which  we  are  indeed  proud.  During  the  anxious  moments  through  which 
we  passed  last  September  it  was  a  source  of  much  encouragement  to 
us  all  to  know  that  our  royal  patrons  have  the  hospital’s  welfare  so 
much  at  heart. 

No  visit  to  Paris  is  quite  complete  without  an  inspection  of  the 
Hertford  British  Hospital;  therefore,  on  behalf  of  the  committee,  who 
are  always  delighted  to  receive  visitors,  may  I  extend  a  very  cordial 
invitation  to  all  our  friends,  and  to  those  interested,  to  visit  our  building, 
to  which  we  added  last  September  a  bomb-proof  shelter  for  the  protection 
of  our  patients  in  the  event  of  attack  by  air. 

Probably  no  year  has  ever  seen  the  Committee  of  Management  striving 
so  hard,  in  face  of  one  crisis  after  another,  to  maintain  all  the  hospital’s 
services — medical,  surgical,  maternity,  X-ray,  and  outpatients- — as  during 
the  year  just  concluded.  They  realize,  as  perhaps  never  before,  that 
the  responsabilities  which  they  have  undertaken  in  assuring  medical  and 
nursing  care  to  our  necessitous,  sometimes  stranded,  compatriots  must  be 
carried  out.  The  year  1938  has  taught  us  all  that  there  must  be  no 
waiting  for  moments  of  greater  stability  to  ameliorate  suffering;  but  rather 
that  the  lack  of  stability,  which  very  often  brings  distress  in  its  train, 
must  intensify  our  efforts  in  that  direction.  No  further  incentive  is 
necessary  than  the  number  of  people  we  see  awaiting  treatment,  both  as 
in-patients  and  out-patients,  at  our  hospital. 

In  asking  all  generous  people  for  their  assistance  I  should  like  to 
emphasize  the  fact  that  only  the  staunch  support  which  we  received  from 
faithful  subscribers  and  friends  last  year  made  it  possible  to  continue  the 
care  which  this  entirely  British  hospital  has  been  offering  to  necessitous 
— and  I  repeat,  sometimes  stranded —  British  people  for  the  last  70  years.

np  HE  Committee  of  Management  of  the  Hertford  British  Hospital  have 
Ji-  pleasure  in  submitting  to  the  Subscribers  their  Report,  including 
audited  Accounts  and  list  of  subscriptions,  for  the  year  ended  December 
31st,  1938. 

It  gives  the  Committee  great  pleasure  to  record  the  visit  of  Her 
Majesty  the  Queen  to  the  Hospital  on  July  21st,  during  Their  Majesties’ 
State  Visit  to  Paris. 

That  The  Queen  should  not  only  have  found  time  to  include  this 
visit  in  her  extremely  busy  Paris  programme,  but  should  also  have 
remembered  the  Hospital  at  Christmas  time  with  a  special  donation  is 
an  honour  of  which  the  Committee  are  deeply  appreciative  and  proud.

IMPROVEMENTS 

The  Committee  are  pleased  to  state  that  the  work  on  the  improvement 
and  modernisation  of  the  Hospital,  which  was  finally  decided  upon  after 
much  careful  consideration,  and  which  was  mentioned  in  detail  in  last 
year’s  Report,  is  now  practically  complete  and  has  been  carried  out 
with  the  minimum  discomfort  to  patients  and  staff. 

The  installation  of  a  lift,  which  operates  from  the  air  raid  shelter 
in  the  basement  to  the  top  of  the  building,  satisfactory  systems  whereby 
there  are  adequate  supplies  of  hot  water  and  heating  for  the  entire 

building,  and  the  modernisation  of  our  X-Ray  Department,  are  but  a 

few  of  the  very  necessary  improvements  which  have  increased  the 
efficiency  of  our  institution  within  the  last  year. 

During  the  year,  a  further  sum  of  Frs.  855,530.10  was  expended  on 
Improvements  and  extensions.  To  meet  this  expenditure,  the  balance  of 
the  Ambassador’s  Jubilee  Appeal  Fund  was  utilized,  leaving  a  sum  of 
Frs.  221,628.75  still  to  be  provided.  It  is  hoped  that  special  contri¬ 
butions  will  be  forthcoming  to  meet  this  deficiency. 

The  improvements,  as  set  out  in  our  last  Report  did  not,  of  course, 
include  the  construction  of  the  bomb-proof  shelter  for  the  protection  of 
patients  and  staff,  with  which  the  Committee  were  suddenly  confronted 
in  the  latter  half  of  the  year.  That  patients  and  staff  were  unprotected 
from  possible  air-attack  was  a  danger  which  could  not  go  unheeded 

and  it  was  with  a  great  measure  of  relief  that  the  Committee  saw  the 
work  finished  in  the  month  of  September  and  the  shelter  ready  for 

emergency. 

The  shelter  was  completed  at  a  cost  of  Frs  108.000,  of  which 
Frs  66.000  still  remain  to  be  found. 

The  Committee  take  this  opportunity  of  extending  a  cordial  invi¬ 
tation  to  everyone  interested  in  our  work  to  visit  our  building  and  study 
our  activities.  Nothing  gives  the  Committee  greater  p^asure  than  the 
visits  of  Subscribers  and  friends  to  the  Hospital. 
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ROYAL  VISIT  to  HOSPITAL 
JULY  21st,  1938. 

July  21st  was  undoubtedly  the  outstanding  date  in  the  Hospital 
year  1938.  As  has  been  stated,  it  was  the  occasion  of  a  visit  from  Her 
Majesty  The  Queen,  during  Their  Majesties’  State  Visit  to  Paris. 

The  Queen,  whose  visit  lasted  almost  an  hour,  arrived  at  the  Hospital 
at  10.50  a.m. 

Accompanied  by  Countess  Spencer  and  Lady  Phipps,  her  Majesty 
was  received  in  the  beflagged  courtyard,  by  Sir  Alfred  Tebbitt,  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  of  Management,  and  the  Royal  visitor  was  immediately 
presented  with  a  bouquet  of  mauve  orchids  by  the  youngest  probationer. 

The  Chairman  then  presented  to  Her  Majesty  the  Members  of  the 
Committee  of  Management  and  the  Hon.  Mrs.  Crawshay,  who  in  turn 
presented  the  Members  of  the  Ladies’  Committee  of  which  she  is  Chairman. 

On  entering  the  building,  the  Queen  very  graciously  signed  the 

visitors  book  and  then  shook  hands  with  the  Pvlembers  of  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff,  who  were  presented  to  her  Majesty  by  Dr,  Charles  Flandin, 
C.B.E.,  D.S.O.,  Chairman  of  the  Medical  Committe,  and  with  the 

Matron,  Almoner,  resident  Doctor  and  Secretarial  Staff,  who  were 
presented  by  Mr.  C.J.  Henderson. 

On  the  first  floor,  which  was  decorated  with  blue  hydrangeas  to 

match  the  flowers  in  the  main  hall,  the  Queen  inspected  first  the  men’s 

ward  and  then  the  women’s  ward.  Her  Majesty,  who  was  given  a  most 
enthusiastic  reception  in  the  wards,  had  a  kindly  word  for  every  patient 

and  was  then  conducted  to  the  second  floor  for  the  inauguration  _  a 

delightful  ceremony  —  of  the  new  unit.  Her  Majesty  named  this 
Section,  which  comprises  four  rooms  for  isolation  purposes,  the  “Corona¬ 
tion  Ward’'. 

On  returning  to  the  ground  floor  the  Queen  crossed  the  courtyard 
to  the  Maternity  Ward  and  inspected  that  Section  with  obvious  pleasure, 
conversing  with  the  mothers,  in  whose  babies  in  the  adjoining  room  her 
Majesty  took  very  real  interest. 

Before  leaving,  her  Majesty  inspected  the  group  of  British  Boy 
Scouts  and  Girl  Guides,  lining  either  side  of  the  courtyard,  and  drove 
off  in  her  car  amid  the  enthusiastic  cheers  and  waving  of  hands  and 
flags  of  a  very  appreciative  group  of  Their  Majesties’  loyal  subjects.

As  has  already  been  stated,  Christmas  1938  brought  a  delightful  gift 
to  the  Hospital  in  the  form  of  a  special  donation  to  the  funds  from  her 
Majesty,  the  Queen,  for  which  the  Committee  are  very  deeply  grateful. 
At  the  end  of  a  particularly  difficult  year,  this  exceedingly  kind  atten¬ 
tion  from  our  Royal  Patron  brought  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  and  encoura¬ 
gement  to  everyone  connected  with  our  institution. 

The  Committee  furthermore  wish  to  record  their  deep  gratitude  to 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Esmond  for  their  munificent  donation,  made  on  the  occasion 
of  the  visit  of  her  Majesty  the  Queen,  which  enabled  the  Committee 
to  meet  the  cost  of  the  equipment  in  the  new  X-Ray  room  and  various 
other  indispensable  improvements  and  alterations  on  the  ground  floor. 
The  Committee’s  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Hon.  Reginald  and 
Mrs.  Fellowes  for  the  endowment  of  a  cot  for  children,  to  be  named  the 
“Princess  Elizabeth  Cot”.  These  special  gifts,  donated  on  the  auspi¬ 
cious  occation  of  the  Royal  Visit,  will  make  it  unnecessary  for  the 
Committee  to  draw  upon  the  invested  funds  which  provide  revenue  for 
which  the  Hospital  is  so  much  in  need. 
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Grateful  reference  must  also  be  made  to  Mrs.  Mozelle  Sassoon’s 
generous  contribution  towards  the  endowment  of  the  “Neville  Chamber- 
lain  Bed”  and  also  to  the  welcome  and  anonymous  gift  towards  General 
Maintenance  which  was  received  from  one  of  our  most  faithful  subscribers 
in  the  North  of  England. 

FILM  PREMIERE  OF  “  THE  DRUM  ” 

On  June  24th,  Sir  Eric  Phipps,  H.B.M.  British  Ambassador  in 
Paris,  and  President  of  the  Hospital,  accompanied  by  Lady  Phipps, 
together  with  members  of  the  Diplomatic  Corps,  attended  the  Gala 
Performance  of  “The  Drum”  at  the  Olympia  Cinema,  Paris,  which  was 
given  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital. 

This  performance,  at  which  many  notabilities  were  also  present, 
was  very  kindly  organized  by  “Art  et  Tourisme”,  in  collaboration  with 
Mr.  Alexander  Korda.  The  entertainment  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most 
important  events  in  the  Paris  season  and  resulted  in  a  profit  of 
Frs  25.438,40  for  the  Hospital. 

ALMONER’S  REPORT  1938 

The  work  of  this  department  continues  to  grow  and  it  seems  fitting 
that  the  end  of  the  year  should  find  the  Almoner  installed  in  a  much 
larger  and  more  central  office. 

The  year  1938  has  shown  at  least  one  important  development  in  the 
work  of  the  department,  that  is  the  establishment  of  Samaritan  and  After 
Care  Funds,  the  former  made  possible  largely  by  the  help  of  Miss  Barbier’s 
Old  Girl’s  Association.  These  funds  are  quite  apart  from  ordinary  hospi¬ 
tal  funds  and  are  used  to  obtain  for  necessitous  patients  treatment  which 
cannot  be  given  in  the  Hospital,  or  help,  without  which  recovery  would 
be  very  difficult. 

A  short  explanation  as  to  the  exact  nature  of  these  funds  would 
perhaps  be  helpful.  The  Samaritan  Fund  is  a  small  sum  of  money 
which  has  been  given  to  the  Almoner  to  use  for  the  benefit  of  patients 
and  which  is  paid  out  mostly  in  small  emergency  grants  for  transport  to 
and  from  the  Hospital,  fares  to  convalescent  homes,  etc.  The  After 
Care  Fund  is  a  very  much  larger  one  as  may  be  judged  by  the  fact  that 
the  sum  of  Frs  34.206  was  received  and  paid  out  during  the  year.  This 
is  money  obtained  by  the  Almoner  from  outside  societies  for  specific 
.  cases.  For  instance,  in  the  case  of  a  patient  recommended  for  sanato¬ 
rium  treatment  and  unable  to  pay,  the  Almoner  approaches  societies 
likely  to  help  and  the  payment  might  be  guaranteed  by  two  or  more 
each  taking  a  share.  The  Almoner  must  then  collect  and  pay  it  out  to 
the  sanatorium.  All  this  involves  work  which  often  continues  for  months 
after  a  patient  has  been  discharged  from  the  wards. 

Much  of  the  Almoner’s  work  only  starts  when  a  patient  leaves  the 
ward  and  should  not  end  until  something  constructive  has  been  achieved 
for  that  patient.  This  often  involves  a  whole  family. 

As  usual  many  patients  have  been  sent  to  England  for  treatment 
in  Hospitals,  Convalescent  Homes  and  Sanatoria. 

The  Almoner  was  pleased  that  this  year,  for  the  first  time,  a  student 
was  sent  over  to  our  Hospital,  from  London  for  two  months  of  her 
training. 
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This  report  must  end  with  an  appreciation  of  the  help  which  has  been 
extended  by  so  many  societies  and  to  Mrs.  Lynch  who  continues  to 
give  so  much  valuable  help.

WE  have  pleasure  in  enclosing  herewith  Balance  Sheet  of  the  Hos¬ 
pital  at  the  31st  December  1938  together  with  Summary  of 
Income  and  Expenditure  Account  for  the  year  ended  the  same  date,  on 
which  we  have  to  submit  the  following  report  : 

BALANCE  SHEET 

All  investments  as  per  attached  schedule  have  been  valued  in 
accordance  with  market  quotations  prevailing  on  the  30th  December  1938, 
and  the  necessary  adjustments  consequent  on  the  rise  or  fall  of  the 
market  prices,  exchange,  etc.,  have  not  been  carried  to  Income  and 
Expenditure  Account  but  have  been  shown  as  appreciation  or  depreciation 
in  the  trust  accounts. 

INCOME  AND  EXPENDITURE  ACCOUNT 

The  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  discloses  an  excess  of  Expen¬ 
diture  over  Ordinary  Income  of  Frs  816.378,95  as  compared  with 
Frs  682.997,99  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1937.  Whilst  the 
Ordinary  Income  has  increased  by  Frs  198.799,31,  it  will  be  observed 
that  the  total  expenditure  has  risen  by  Frs  332.180,27. 

The  description  “Ordinary  Income”  refers  to  income  derived  from 
Trust  Funds  and  other  investments.  Additional  Income  is  received  from 
Subscriptions  and  Donations  and  from  Contributions  made  by  patients.

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EXTRACT  FROM  RULES 

★ 

SUBSCRIBERS 

In  these  Rules  the  expression  “Subscribers”  shall  mean  : 

(1  )  Every  donor  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  of  not  less  than 
£  250  at  one  time  shall  be  a  Subscriber  for  life. 

(2)  Every  Subscriber  of  not  less  than  £  1  to  the  said  funds 
for  the  current  year  up  to  and  including  the  31  st  Decem¬ 
ber  of  the  same  year;  provided  that  no  such  Subscriber 
shall  vote  at  any  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  unless 
either 

(a)  his  subscription  for  the  current  year  has  been  paid 
not  less  than  three  months  before  the  meeting;  or 

( b )  he  has  been  a  Subscriber  of  not  less  than  £  1  for  the 
year  next  preceding  the  current  year. 

MEETINGS 

Meetings  of  Subscribers  shall  be  held  as  follows  : 

(1  )  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Subscribers  shall  be  held 
before  the  end  of  the  month  of  July  in  each  year  at  such 
time  and  place  as  shall  be  determined  by  the  Committee 
for  the  transaction  of  the  following  business  : 

To  receive  the  Report  of  the  Committee  and  the  Audited 
Accounts  for  the  past  year. 

To  pronounce  the  election  of  four  “Representative” 
Members  of  the  Committee  of  Management. 

To  consider  any  business  or  motion  of  which  notice  shall 
have  been  given  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Committee  not  less  than  15  days  before  the  date  fixed 
for  the  Annual  Meeting. 

To  receive  communications  from  the  Subscribers  on  any 
subject  connected  with  the  work,  progress  or  welfare 
of  the  Hospital. 

(2)  A  special  meeting  of  the  Subscribers  may  be  summoned 
at  any  time  by  the  Committee  and  shall  be  so  summoned 
upon  the  written  request  of  any  ten  Subscribers. 
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(3)  There  shall  be  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  of  the  Subscribers 
when  ten  Subscribers  are  present  at  the  meeting. 

(4)  At  every  meeting  of  the  Subscribers  the  Chairman  for 
the  time  being  of  the  Committee  shall  take  the  Chair;  in 
his  absence  or  in  the  event  of  there  being  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  the  Subscribers  present  shall  choose  one  of  their 
number  to  be  Chairman  of  the  meeting. 

(5)  Each  Subscriber  shall  have  one  vote  and  no  more,  pro¬ 
vided  that  in  case  of  equality  of  votes  the  Chairman  of 
the  meeting  may  give  a  second  or  casting  vote. 

Twenty  days  notice  at  the  least,  specifying  the  place,  the 
day  and  the  hour  of  meeting  and,  in  the  case  of  special 
business,  the  general  nature  of  the  business,  shall  be  sent  by 
post  by  the  Secretary  to  all  subscribers.  The  notice  shall, 
in  the  case  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  be  accompanied  by  a  copy 
of  the  Report  and  Accounts. 

ELECTION  OF  SUBSCRIBERS’  REPRESENTATIVES 

Prior  to  December  31st  in  each  year,  the  Committee  shall 
cause  to  be  posted  up  in  the  Secretary’s  Office  at  the  Hospital 
the  names  of  the  persons  whom  it  is  their  intention  to  recom¬ 
mend  for  election  by  the  subscribers  at  the  ensuing  Annual 
Meeting. 

The  subscribers  shall  be  entitled  to  propose  additional  can¬ 
didates  for  election  to  the  Committee  by  written  communica¬ 
tion  addressed  to  the  Secretary  at  the  Hospital  not  later  than 
January  31st. 

If  no  additional  candidates  are  proposed,  the  persons 
recommended  by  the  Committee  shall  be  considered  to  have 
been  duly  elected. 

If  additional  candidates  are  proposed  the  election  shall  be 
by  means  of  voting  papers,  which  shall  be  sent  by  post  by 
the  Secretary  to  all  subscribers  not  later  than  twenty  days 
prior  to  the  date  fixed  for  the  Annual  Meeting. 

The  voting  papers  shall  contain  the  names  of  the  candi¬ 
dates  recommended  or  nominated  as  above,  with  the  names 
of  their  proposers. 

Special  envelopes  shall  be  supplied  for  the  return  of  the 
voting  papers,  and  these  envelopes  shall  be  opened  and 
counted  at  the  Annual  Meeting  by  a  Committee  of  four 
persons  appointed  by  the  Committee  of  whom  two  at  least 
shall  be  subscribers  who  are  neither  members  of  the  Committee 
nor  candidates  for  election.
